x'ote in any bond issue referendum 
—not Just the voters living in the 
northwest section of the district. 


So, favorable votes also would 


have to come from such areas 
ns Amboy, which would not benefit 
directly from a new school in the 
northwest section of the district, 
and Maytown and Sublette, previ- 
ously described as likely unfavor- 
able to any bond issue that would 
not be sufficient to provide them 
with a new school. 


And the Walton area, although 


not in need of a new building, 
presently desires an 
all-purpose 


room added to its present facili- 
ties, according to officials. They 
add that that area, too. likely 
would frown upon any bond issue 
which would not include funds for 
that purpose. 


The district includes a total of 


nine elementary and 
one high 


school, which is in Amboy. Davin, 
in the rural area, and Central 
school, in Amboy, are the only 
elementary schools not previously 
mentioned. 


Estimate Tax 


The 
district encompasses 200 


square miles. With its total assess- 
ed valuation of $21,000,000, officials 
estimate taxes on a $300,000 bond 
issue at about 10 cents per $100 
valuation.

west section—Eldcna, Red Brick. 
Evergreen and Temperance Hill- 
serve nn area of IT square miles.

More Benefits 


The social aspects of learning 


and playing also were set forth 
Some of the schools now have but 
one student in a class. Red Brick 
school was used as an example 
with one pupil each in fourth 
sixth and seventh grades. 


Such students, it was contended, 


suffer * disadvantage since they 
have no one at their grade level 
to share learning experiences or 
provide a competitive quality to 
learning. 
Neither do they have 


children of their age to play with 
during recesses. 


One teacher who gives art in- 


structions and one who provides 
music lessons for all four present 
schools would be able to use the 
time it now takes her to travel 
between the various schools to 
each smaller groups of students, 
thereby increasing time she could 
devote to individuals in need of 
more attention, it was maintained. 


Other points claimed were finan- 


cial savings in upkeep and utilities 
costs for one building as compared 
10 three or four and by reducing 
ibraries, reference supplies and 
eacher materials, such as maps 
and globee, by two or three units.

Sandbox Keeps 
Child Oeeupied 


A backyard sandbox for small 


children is easy, inexpensive and 
quick to make, and will afford un- 
told hours of enjoyment for the 
youngsters while keeping them out 
of mischief and under a watchful 
parental eye. 


Basic material is four panels of 


plastic-faced plywood in the stand- 
ard 4' x 4' size. Two of the panels 
are sawed lengthwise clown the 
middle, providing four pieces, each 
2' wide by 8' long, to form the 
sides of the box. The other two full- 
sized panels are butted edgewise 
and fastened firmly together with 
four 1" x •(" boards, each 8' long, 
to form a bottom for the box 8 feel 
square. The cleated side is placed 
on the ground. The side-boards are 
then fastened to this platform with 
screws, and braced with two angle- 
irons at each corner. 


All that remains is to fill the box 


with clean sand. It can be left in 
its natural wood finish, or painted

An 
inexpensive new textured plywood 
wall paneling comes with sealed 
surface primed for painting or 
staining. This natural-grain Wedge- 
wood paneling can be

quickly by brushing- or spraying on 
a single coat of paint or stain. 


For a two-tone finish on this 


wood paneling, apply a second 
coat of paint and partially wipe it 
with a rap before it sets.

Best system for covering a wall 


is to start at. Uie top and work 
down. Always spread paint in small 
areas and brush out well in all 
directions to make an even coat. 
Final strokes should be in . one 
direction. The brush should not be 
dipped into the cag more than half 
its length. 


Home Remodeling Increase 
Strains FHA Loan Program 
~ 


Home maintenance and remod- 
eling has increased to the point 
where the Federal HousmR Ad- 
ministration has been unable to 
insure all of the Title I modern- 
ization loans that home-owners 
have wanted. 


The KHA's old cash reserve, 


under 
which 
the government 


agency has operated since March. 
1950. now is depleted, an FHA 
spokesman explains. He says this 
has permitted new loans to"be in- 
sured only as fast as old ones are 
amortized. 


The rate of old loan amortiza- 


tion has been $75.000.000 a month, 
but new applications have totaled 
$100.000.000. The result has been 
that an additional $25.000 000 in 
applications has had to wait every 
month, the spokesman says. The 
backlog stood at more than $200.- 
000.000 in the middle of Februaiy. 


Aware of the harmful 
effect 


upon building and housing, build- 
ing industry leaders arc hopeful 
that a bill to allow the FHA to 
insure an additional S500.000.000 
in loans will permit prompt ap- 
proval of the unprecedented vol- 
ume 
of 
applications. Senator

The Doctor Says; 


Surgery Still Best Cure 
For Goiter. Gland Trouble 


By EDWIN P. JOKDON, M. D. 


The thyroid is a gland of inter 


nal secretion which lies in the 
front of the neck, sometimes ex- 
tending down under the upper por 
tion of the breastbone. 
It does 


not have a duct or passageway 
to empty its secretions and there- 
fore its hormone is absorbed di- 
rectly into the blood. 


When behaving' normally, the 


thyroid produces just the right 
amount of secretion for the needs 
of the body. Among other things, 
t helps to regulate the action of 
other internal glands and also to 
ceep the heart beat regular. • If 
,he thyroid bland starts misbe- 
having it may produce either too 


a secretion 


development 


much 
secretion 
or 


which is abnormal. 


The result is the 


of a condition which is known as 
oxic goiter of which there are 
•several kinds. Other names for 
his condition are Graves' disease 
and von Basedow's disease. 


Ordinarily, in a toxic goiter the 


hyroid 
becomes 
somewhat 
en- 


arged. The other symptoms vary 
but the most common besides en- 
argement are a rapid heart rate, 
>ulging eyes, trembling of 
the 


lands, nervousness- and loss of 
veight. 
Sometimes these symp- 


toms alone are enough to make a 
diagnosis. 
Almost always, how. 


ever, doctors wish to-have a meta- 
bolism test taken which measures 
more accurately the degree to 
which the thyroid is overactive. 
Thi:> is done early in the morning 
before eating. It is entirely pain- 
less. 


DISCOVERY IMPORTANT 


Toxic goiter should be discov- 


ered as soon as possible before it 
has produced damage which may 
be difficult or slow to overcome. 
The most common form of treat- 
ment has been surgery. This in- 
volves an operation in which part 
of the thyroid tissue is removed, 
leaving only enough to supply the 
normal needs of the body. 


Now some other methods besides 


surgery have begun to be used for 
toxic goiter. Drugs of the Thioura- 
cil family have been used with suc- 
cess in some cases. 
Radioactive 


iodine is also a useful 
medical 


treatment. 
Not all patients with 


toxic goiter can be successfully 
treated medically, however, and 
surgery probably will continue to 
be used for at least some patients 
for a long time.

AXTI-TKt'ST MOVES 


Believers in a much milder U. S. antitrust policy were 


delighted by Ally. Gen. Herbert Brownell's selection of the 
two men to head his new national committee to study the 
antitrust laws. The co-chairmen will be Asst. Ally. Gen. 
Stanley N. Barnes, now head of the department of justice 
nnti-trust division under Mr. Brownell, and Prof. S. Ches- 
terfield Oppenheim of University of Michigan law school. 


Believers in a tough anti-trust law enforcement policy 


were equally dismayed by this appointment. Assistant At- 
torney General Barnes, though a California Superior court 
judge before coming '!o Washington, had no previous con- 
nections with anti-trust law cases. This of course gives 
him an open mind on the subject, and makes him an un- 
prejudiced co-chairman. 


On the other hand. Prof. Oppenheim has definite ideas 


favoring reform of the anti-trust laws. 
A year ago he 


wrote an article for Michigan Law Review. In it he made 
10 major recommendations for overhaul of anti-trust laws 
and elimination of overlapping jurisdiction between de- 
partment of justice and federal trade commission. 


This article led a general movement among chambers 


of commerce nnd bar associations for changing the anti- 
trust laws. At that time Prof. Oppenheim advocated a pri- 
vately financed committee to advise congress on writing a 
new ami-trust policy. 


Instead of following this program. Attorney General 


Browne!! chose to name a government commission which 
would be undt-r his control, to make the study. 
No an- 


nouncement has yet been made on whether members of 
congress will serve on his commission. The membership 
will be named in August, at which time it will be known 
whether any advocates of more vigorous anti-trust policies 
will be included, to present their point of view. 


EGYPTIAN AVHEAT DEAL 


It was n cute $11 million deal by which the U. S. de- 


partment of agriculture go: rid of six million bushels of 
surplus wheat through a sale to the Greek government, 


which in turn will sell it to the government of Egypt. Now 
is 'raised the very pertinent question of why the U. S. 
couldn't sell it to Egypt direct in the first place, without 
Greek middlemen? 


The explanation is that Egypt had used up its purchase 


quota under the international wheat agreement, but still 
wanted to buy more. Greece, on the other hand, had not 
used up its quota. So the deal was made for the U. S. to 
sell Greece, for resale to Egypt. 


By this double play, Egypt was able to buy at around 


Sl.SO a bushel. If the Egyptians had gone into the open 
market, they would have had tb pay the current price of 
around S2. Or if they waited till after July 31. when the 
new wheat agreement goes into effect, the price would 
be S2.05. 


HIRES EXPERT HELP 


The Institute of Scrap Iron and Steel has just hired an 


expert to help it get ready for World War III. if any. and 
thereby hangs a. tale.

The expert is Robert Benes. former chief counsel for 


the scrap metal section of the Office of Price Stabilization. 
Benes is genera!!;/ given credit for drafting a series of 
amendments to scrap-metal price regulations during the 
Korean war scrap shortage back in 1951. By allowing 
"commercial tolerances" of dirt in scrap metal sold to 
the steel mills at ceiling prices, some scrap dealers made 
big money. 
Also, scrap metal brokers were given an 


$S-a-ton spread for sorting scrap before selling it to the 
mills. 
• 


This ?5-a-ton spread figure, which th* scrap industry 


accepted and profited by during the Korean shortages", 
cropped up again the other day in congressional hear- 
ings. 


Only this time, spokesmen for the scrap industry, were, 


protesting against the U. S. armed services' use" of big 
presses for baling sorted scrap in order to get the benefit 
of the $8 spread .in salvage sales. This spread should be 
only S2 or $3 a ton, the industry now maintains. 


The assignment to be given Mr. Benes by the scrap 


men is to get all these things straightened out. to put the 
industry on a war basis immediately, in case another 
emergency arises.

Suggests Plan 
For Guidance 


URBANA-CHAMPAIGN, — (Spe- 


cial) — While every parent and 
teacher cannot be a child psycholo- 
gist, four guiding ptinciples which 
can be followed by anyone dealing 
with children have been pointed out 
by Ptesident Geoige D. Stoddau! 
of the Univeisity of Illinois, who is 
a noted child psychologist. 


He advises: 
1—"Love 
the 
child, 
but 
not 


blindly; get to know him, and 
through him, yourself. 
For ex- 


ample, some peisonal and emotion- 
al pioblems of childien can be met 
by talking them out: acting them 
out; playing and wot king them out. 
The secret is communication, and 
the thing to communicate is affec- 
tionate inteiest. 
Listen to your 


children—for a change! Let them 
think and talk, make mistakes and 
try again. 


2—"Use the word 'no' onlv as a 


last-resoit whiplash. Find out how 
much can be allowed, not how 
much can be denied. Stop cany- 
ing over your fiusttaliens to the 
next generation. Be explicit about 
all denials and prohibitions. Ex- 
plain them even though the child 
does not understand—or pretends 
not to. 


3—"Less judging and cnticizing 


and more tiustful companionship 
is the order of today. This means 
less of the forward-pass technique 
-less on handing children over to 
the whims of radio, TV, comics, 
and motion pictures 
It means 


moie reading to and with, more 
games together; more family ex- 
peditions, not without considerable 
fieedom on the child's part"" to 
choose time, place, activity, and 
playmates. 


"What the paient and teacher 


come to, finally, is not the final 
choice,

choice—a ptefeience for participat- 
ing games that one can grow up

weather hurt oats and insects dam- 
aged hay. 


A corn crop of 518 million bush- 


els and a wheat output of 50.7 mil- 
lion" bushels were fortseen. 


Moisture has been barely ade- 


quate for the corn, which has 
pushed up rapidly in hot weather 
of recent weeks to an average of 
nearly four feet, the tallest for 
this date since 1U19. 


Yields of 57 bushels an acre are 


expected to make the corn crop 
the second largest of record. ' 


.Despite an insect threat to wheat 


just before h a r v e s t , the crop 
weathered troubles and is nearly 
combined. 


"Quality has never been excel- 


led, moisture is low, test weight 
is high and much of the crop is 
grading No. 1," the crop report- 
ers said. 


Soybean growers plan to harvest 


3.fi million acres, or two per cent 
more than a year ago.

High June temperatures reduced

1940 and now is three-fifths of West 
Europe's capacity. He said Soviet 
petroleum 
output went from 31 


million tons to 47 million since 
1940 
and is "well on its way to 


surpassing production in Western 
Europe." 


"Electric power within the So- • 


viet Union is only 23 per cent of 
that in the United States." he said, 
"but the increase from 19SO to the 
present time is 69 .billion kilowatt 
hours . . .

Journalism Schools Neglect 
Key Topic., Expense Accounts

WASHINGTON (?) — More jour- 


nalism schools have sprung up on 
college campuses across the nation 
in past years than Republican job- 
hunters in Washington this season.
